Irregular Proceedings 


Art GUILD-HALL, | 
In Relation both to the ELECTION and SWEARING 
Dudley North, and Peter Rich, Eſquires, 
Sheriffs of London and Middleſex, in the Year 1682. 


HE Citizens of London having a Legal Right to Chuſe Sheriffs for the ſaid City, 
and for the County of Middleſex, did in their Common Hal! »n the 24th of Fune, 
1682, duly EleCt by View, Thomas Papillon, and Fobn Dubots, Eiquires, Sheriffs; 
but a Poll being demanded for Dudley North, and Ralph Box, Eiquires. and the ſame 
being granted, upon the Poll the mayority fell upon the ſaid 7ho. Pap:/lon, and Fobn 
Dubois. Afterwards Sir obn Moor, then Lord Mayor, contrary to Right, and 
the Truſt repoſed in him, combining with ſeveral other Perſons, did admit the fail Ra/ph Box to 
Fine for Sheriff, as if he had been Legally Choſen, whereas be really was not : And to carry on 
the Deſign then on foot to deſtroy the Rights of the ſaid Cirizens, did by Armed Force of the 
Trained Bands, commanded by Lieutenant Collonel Qyiney, cauſe the ſaid Dudley Norch, and Peter 
Rich, to be ſworn Sheriffs of London and Middleſex, altho the ſaid Dudley North, and Peter Rich 
were not Choſen either by the View, or by the Poll. 

The manner of their Admiſſion and Swearing, being formerly Publiſh'd, is as followeth: 

The 27th of of September, atnight, the Lord Mayor iſſued out Tickets to the Aldermen ig 
theſe Words, 

Sir ; Your Worſhip is deſired to be at @ Court of Aldermen at Guild-Hall on Thurſday next at nine of 
the Clock in the forenoon, in your violet Gown and Cloak, being the twenty eighth of September. 

Accordingly ſeveral Aldermen appeared at Guild-hall, and it being the day appointed for the 

Swearing of Sherifts, they atrended Thomas Papillon and Fobn Dubois Eſquires, into the Guild-Hall 
atthe Hour appointed by the Lord Mayor, which they found guarded by Foot-Companies of 
the Trained-Bands ( athing expreſly contrary to the Engliſh Conſtitutions, which have been Jea- 
ous of nothing more than the preſerving Elections free from force or terror ) ; ſome whereof 
were poſted at the Doors, and preſented their Muskets ; tho there was no refuſal of entrance, bur 
rather an opening of the Files, and ſome reſpect ſhewn. 50 all the aforeſaid Aldermen paſſed in- 
ro the Council Chamber, where having ſtaid a lirtle while, and ſuppoſing my Lord Mayor might 

go up to the Huftimgs diretly, they went down into the Hall rowards the Huſtings-door, and there * 
abode ſome time, attending his Lordſhip's coming, the Soldiers wich reſpect giving way: Bug? 

Lientenant Collonel Luiney, who was abſent at their entry, came upto them very much concernec 

and made ſeveral turns without ſpeaking to them, but commanded the Soldiers ſeveral times tc 

ſtand to their Arms, and ſo withdrew. Butafter a quarter of an.hour he came back again, and 
commanded the Soldiers to face about ( and fo alter'd their Figure) and to advance fo as to en- 
compaſs or impriſon the Aldermen, for there was not fix foot ſquare left them to ſtand upon? 

Whereupon 2u:mey ſaid tothe Aldermen, I have a Command from the Lieutenancy to keep the Hall 

flear, and ſuffer none tobe beretill my Lord Mayor comes. Upon this, ſeveral Aldermen dematide@ 

to ſee the Order, being ready to obey all Legal commands; and asked him, whether he did 


red, I have none, but it is with the Major of the Regiment, and I do know you, and you muſt removyts 
Further, the Aldermendeclared, they were ſummoned to waiton my Lord Mayor at the Guild- 
Hall, and there attended inall peaceableneſs : whereupon he withdrew again for ſome time, but 
returning, ſaid, Gentlemen, Yw MUST withdraw, I bave a command to require it, But being again 
demanded to ſhew his V Varrant or Order, be anſwer'd in a great heat, That he would ſhew none, 
nor tronone SUCH AS THEY. Then laying hands firſt on Sir P. #s ſhoulder who ſtood:next 
ro him, he ſaid, Sir You muſt remove ; and called on his Soldiers to advance cloſe to the Bar, ſoas 
to thruſt them away ; Sir P. #. only replied to him, We are in a lawful place, and on our Duty, de-_ 
firing the other Aldermen that were preſent, and the ſoldiers, to take notice of the violence offer- 
ed. And ſurely ic was ſuch as is ſcarcely to be parallell'd, eſpecially in a well-governed City ;. 
that their Civil Magiltrates ſhould be fo affronted in their own Room. Bur Luiney anſwered , He

cared not for Witneſs, he would juſtify what he did, hawing Orders ſrem the Licutinarcy ſo to do. Then 
he rook hold on tir 7. L. who was leanirg cn the Par, ard With very great ard repeated Violence 
pulled him from cf the Step, and bad like to have thrown bim down; who demwardced fil! by 
bat Order he did #t? And that be weu!ld ſhew the fare. Fut ke rexlied again, He wild ſlow 

G. ard Ald.C. who likewiſe demanding to ſee his 
Orders , were aniwered to the ſsme purpoſe as aforeſaid. Herevpgen all the Aldermen defiring

, they withdrew into the / part of the Hall, where divers Ferſors were walkirg, wiz. Wi- 
bers, Wiſeman, Nicc!s, Steyentin, &c. ſcme of them teirg ct 1h e [ ieutenarcy. ard others rot. 
o whom it was ſaid, Did not you fee the Mrſdemeancurs of Quirey ? But thev 1rſtead of reſenting 
he Indignities cftered to thoſe worthy Aldermen, who hed ſerved ite City to ſo great a degree, 
bat the Mouth of Malice it ſelf may be ſtopt, anſwered, He feliem+d tut the Corrs of the Lieutc- 
ancy. Then it was asked them (teing Acquaintarce) Hi they cams by thai breeder in the Hall, 
when the Aldermen were [o ill treated there ? Whereupon they anſwered, They were of the Licute-- 
ancy, «nd attended the egming of my Lord Mayor: The Which the Aldermen told them, they alſo 
did, but had not the ſame Civil Treatment. 
Not long after came my Lord Mayor, to whom theſe Aldermen joyned themſelves, and werit 
up out of the Great Hall into the Conncil-Chamber, and Mr. Fpil/c» and Mr. Dubcis with them ; 
where being entred, the firſt Words my Lord Mayor faid , were theſe, wiz Gentlemen, bere are 
bne doings, to go and Swear Sheriffs, and I not preſent : Whereunto, Sir F. L. anſwer'd, Whoever 
fold your Lerdſhip ſo, mifinferm'd yeur Lordſhip ; we came very peaceably to the Hall to perform our 
Duty, and knew well what it is to Adminiſter an Oath, and had nct the leaſt Imtertion of tl a thing, 
but to lay our claim by preſenting Sheriffs. 
Sir R. C. alfo told his Lordſhip, He ought to be angry with thoſe that had given bim falſe Infor- 
mation, rather than with thoſe be was miſinformed of ; and that ncthing was intended or deſigned cou- 
trary to his Lorſhips frequent and publick Declaration, which was, That the matter ſhould be determin'd 
by Law ; and it was adviſed that could not be done, unleſs Mr. Papillon and Mr. Dubois did preſent 
themſelves to be Sworn. 
Whereupon his Lordſhip ſeemed to reſt ſatisfied ; and immediately the reſt of the Aldermen 
with the other Sheriffs coming in, Mr. Papil/on and Mr. Dub:::, preſented themſelves to his Lord- 
ſhip, and Mr. Papillon read a Paper, the contents whereof, was as follows. 


To the Right Honourable, the LORD MAYOR, and Court of ALDE!: 
MEN: The Humble Declaration of Thomas Papillon Mercer , and John Dubois 
Weaver, Citizens of Londox. 


UR Abſence in the C:untry on Midſummer-day laſt , and for ſome time before and ſince, and 
our being per/onally Strangers to, and ns way appearing or concerning our ſelves with any ef the 
Tranſatlicns or Proceedings then , or ſince uſed in the Choice of Sheriff: for this Honourable City and 
County of M.ddleſex fr the enſuing Year, would have Excuſed cur Attendance up:n your Lordſhip, 
s=d this H.nourable Court at this time, and upon this Occaſion , had we not been Informed by drvers, 
tat by the Suffrages of the Majority of the Citizens in Commen- Hall, We were, and ſtand duly Elefted 
Sreriffi for this City and the County of Middleſex for tbe Enſuing Year. 
Now tho our Perſonal Unacquaintauce with the Proceedings uſed m that Affair hath been ſuch,and that 
we bave not recerved any Intimation or Command, concerning the ſame from your Lordſhip or this Ho- 
»-urable Court, whereby we might have had an Opportunity of declaring cur ſelyes either ready to 
iccept, or deſirous to be Excuſed from that Office, as hath been uſual in formor Caſes of the like Na- 
rae; yet in regard of the aforeſaid Information, and that the time for ſuch Declaration, as well as for 
ny further Election, # now Elapſed, and not knowing of what Conſequence it may be to us, nor what 
aconveniencies, or hazard we might be Obnoxi us, or expoſed unto, if we ſhould conLnne Silent or Paſſrue 
: that Aﬀair. 

oak for the avoiding all Prejudices and Inconveniencies, we have thought it a Duty Incumbent 
e2 #5, to appear at this time before your Lordſhip and this Honcurable Court , not to Debate or Queſtion 
any the Proceedings or Tranſattions m this matter, nor Officiouſly to Court an Office ſo Chargeable m it 
ſelf, and ſo Inconvenient to Us : But as being Citizens of London, and ſo under Obligation to Serve the 
King and Countrey, wher, duely Called thereto; and deſirous to Excuſe our ſelves from all Imputation of 
Crime or Negle&t of Duty that might be _—_ upon Us: We do with all Submiſſion bereby Declare unto 
yz0ur Lordſhip and this Honcurable Court, That we are Ready, and do now tender our ſelves to take up'n 
ws the Office of Sheriffs for the City of London, and County of Middleſex for the enſuing Year, and to be 
Sworn and Admitted into that Office according to our Eleftion , and in Order thereunto, 10 Attend your 
Lordſhip and the Aldermen to the Hultings or elſewhere, and either there, or in any other proper Place and 
Manner, to take the Oath: of the ſaid Office, and ſuch other Oaths as the Law requires, and further to 
do and perform whatſoever the Law, or the Right and Cuſtoms o” thus City require of Us concerning the 
ſaid Office ; and We bumbly beg your Lordſhips and the Courts Anſwer therem.

* The which having read, Mr. Papillon preſented it tomy Lord Mayor ; but he refuſing to take 
it, Mr. Pap:/!0 gave it to a Member of the Court, who accepted it, to prove the Tender of 


themſelves. 
And his Lordſhip being preſſed to take the matter into debate, for that the Aldermen had been - 


ſummoned to a Courr, he anſwered, There was no buſineſs. ''o Which it was replied, * We have 
* much to ſay, for the Ciazens ſeem to be thrown our of poſſeſſion of the Sheriffwick, which they 
© have enjoyed ſo many Ages by free Elechon : We defire fairly ro tender our Sheriffs, in order 
* to have the buſineſs more fairly determin'd at Law, according to your Lordſhip's Promiſe, and 
* Anſwer to the many Addreſſes made, That the Law ſhould determineit: and itis the only way 
© left us, tho troubleſom and chargeable. And we allo deſire the matter may be debated, that an 
* Anſwer may be given to the Sheriffs who have render'd themſelves. 

Sir P. W.then moved, That the aforeſaid Paper, and his Lordſhip's refuſal of it, might be re- 
corded. Then Sir R.C. whiſper'd to bis Lordſhip, and told him, ! hat if he crook a Vote of the 
Court, be would engage them :- it ; and their averſeneſs to it, ovght to alarm him not to take it 
npon himſelf : Upon which he did heſitate ſome crime ; bur yet at length was prevailed with to go 
to the Huſtings without further adv, taking Mr. North and calling Mr. Rich to go with him; 
Mr. Papillon and Mr. Dubois went along with tum alſo, and did prepare themſelves to hare ſpoken 
to his Lordſhip and the Court on the Huſt:mgs, and fo did ſeveral of the Aldermen; the Lord 
Mayor and ſeveral Aldermen having declared in the Conncil-Chamber, That they mighbe ſay 
what they had to ſay when they came on the Huſtings. Bur his Lordſhip would not bear them 
when they came thither : but the Military Guards, after admitting a few perſons, cloſed again, 
ſo that the Liveries atrending could not come near; and then his Lordſhipcalled Mr. North and 
Mr. Rich to the Book to be ſworn. Mr. Papillon being on the -1uſtings, preſſed the Lord Mayor that 
he m:gtt be heard ; but my Lord refuſing to hear him, Mr. Pap://on preſented a Paper ſigned by 
bimſelt and Mr, Dubois, as follows, the ſubſtance of which he deſigned to have ſpoke.

Hat ſeveral Perſons of the Merchant-Taylors Company are not duely qualified to Poll, for 
54 | that they have not taken the Livery-Man's Oath of that Company, entred amongſt the By- 
Laws, Oaths, and Orders of the ſame. 
Whereunto we have given an Anſwer to this effect: 
That the Maſter, Wardens and Aſſiſtants of every Company have power to repeal, ſet aſide, 
ot ſuſpend the Execution and uſing of their By-Laws, Oaths and Orders, as often as they ſhall 


" * think convenient, at their own Wills and Pleaſures. 


That the firſt of Ofober 3685. the then Maſter, and Wardens, and Aſſiſtants of Merchant-Tay- 
lors Company did, by their Order, ſet aſide the Impcſition of the Oath, before that rime uſually 
Adminiſtred to ſuch as were admitted Livery-men of chat Company, upon their Admiſſion; and 
that the ſeveral Perſons laſt named, were admitted of the Livery of the ſaid Company ſince the 
making of the ſaid Order laſt mentioned, all which we are ready to prove. 

They farther make this Objection, That ſeveral Perſons of the Company of Gl.vers have 
polled, and did not take the Livery mans Oath, entred intheir Books upon their Admiſſion, and 
therefore have no Legal Vote. Whereunto we have given this Anſwer : 

That this Oath is ſometimes impoſed, and ſometimes omitted, according to the pleaſure of the 
Maſter, Wardens, .and Aſſiſtants this, .cr the like Oath being no ways eſſential for making a 
Livery-man in any Company in London; And if the Maſters, Wardens and Aſſiſtants, have omit- 
ted to Adminiſter the uſual Oath, the Livery-men arc not toloſe their Frivileges or Franchiſes for 
the' omiſſion of others ; and therefore theſe Livery-men have Legal Votes: And moreover, Wwe 
are ready to prove, that all the ſaid Perſons but Twelve, have taken the ſaid Oath, 

They furthermore bave made this Objection, That ſeveral perſons of the Company of Uphold- 
ers Who have Polled, are of other Companies, and were not fairly Tranſlated according to the 
Cuſtom of the City, from being Members of ſuch Companies at the time of their reſpective Ad- 
miſſions into the Upholders Company, and therefore were uncapable of being Livery-men of the 
fame. 

Whereunto we have given this Anſwer, That any Citizen is capable to be at the ſame time a 
Member, and of the Livery of ſeveral Companies ; and that the Uſe of Tranſlation from one 
Company to another, is for the eaſe of ſuch Citizens, he being not liable if once Tranſlated, ac- 
cording to the Cuſtom, to be put in any chargeable Offices by that Company from whence he is 
ſo Tranſlated ; and the want of ſach Tranſlation ſhall not take away bis Right of Polling once, 
if he was of Twenty Companies: and therefore theſe perſons have Legal Votes: 

They farther objeft, That many Quakers who are Freemen of this City, and of the Livery, 
have not Legal Votes ; which Afſertion, as we apprehend, is very ſtrange, ſeeing they have not 
hitherto been diſabled by any Law whatſoever: which Anſwers of ours we doubt not, will as 
well ſatisfy aſl indifterfor and unconcerned perſons as our ſelves, that- the Objetions above- 
mentioned, are of no Yeight or moment: And therefore we do farther Certify, ( not having any
